Worried over the collapse of hi* 
learn, William J. Eckenro.de, residing j 
in Cumberland township, about 
two 
and a half miles south of Gettysburg, 
hanged himself in the wagon shed a t 
his h >me about 
four 
o’clock this 
morning. 
His lifeless body wjs found 
an hour later by hi* son, John. N eigh­ 
bors were summoned by the ringing 
of the farm house bell and messen­ 
gers were sent for others but the man 
was beyond aid. 
Mr. Eckenrode, though not ill, had 
not been in robust health for some 
time. 
He was a hard working man 
and the strain of his activities had 
made inroads upon hi* vitality. 
He 
was accordingly not in condition to 
liear the shock of the loss which fol­ 
lowed the collapse of hi* b a m roof 
Sunday arid ht* brooded greatly over 
it. 
* This morning he arose about four 
oYdock and went to the wagon shed. 
The family thought nothing of this. 
for it was hi* custom to arise early 
in order to do his morning work. 
An 
hour later the »<>n, John, went down 
to see his father and found the body, 
warm though lifeless, hanging in the 
building. 
He summoned his mother 
awl she in turn called neighbors.

nothing could bu done. 


Shortly bofore the barn roof caved 
in Sunday Mr. Eckenrode had express­ 
ed his intention of going to the build­

Washington.—One of tho interesting 
features of the present great revival in 
seagoing spirit throughout the coun­ 
try is the widespread popularity of th e 
study of navigation. 
Reports reaching the United States 
shipping board indicate lively interest 
nil over the country in the study of 
this 
ancient 
science, 
which 
helped 
m ake the nation great in its earliest 
years of independence. 
Plusses in navigation, conducted by 
the recruiting service of the board, to 
train officers for the ships of the new 
merchant marine, are being conducted 
on both coasts and on the G reat Lakes. 
C andidates for admission com e from 
every section of the Union. 
The cause of this nation-wide in ter­ 
est in navigation is to he found In th e 
gigantic development of the country's 
m erchant m arine. 
It Is anticipated 
that not less than 12.D00 new officers 
will be required to handle th e Ameri­ 
can cargo-carrying vessels now under 
construction, aud not less than 85,000 
men will be wanted for the crews. 
A m erchant officer today has ninny 
advantages in studying navigation th at 
were not known to his seagoing ances­ 
tors.
